The Committee also 
helps to maintain four homes catering for 
130 children, and a home for aged people.

NEW MOVES TO BREAK PALESTINE DEADLOCK

Lake SUCCESS 

Four Arab States—Jordan, Egypt. 

Syria, and the Lebanon—this week 

called on the United Nations Concilia- 

tion Commission to take the initiative 

in mediating differences between the 
Arab countries and Israel. 

Direct talks have already been resumed 

between Isracl and Jordan, and the 


Lebanon has also agreed to negotiate 
directly with Israel. 


Israel had earlier told the Conciha- 
tion Commission that it could see 
no value in taking part in further 


indirect negotiations, but would welcome 
direct talks with each of the Arab States. 

The Israel statement made it clear that 
the Arabs refuse to undertake 
direct negotiations, that refusal would be 
pan tiem a jack of desire to proceed to 
a peace settlement at (hrs time. 

This announcement does not mean that 


Israc] has decided to cease co-operating 
with the Conciliation Commission. Israeli 
delegates here were received by members 
of the Commission on Tuesday. and 
were informed that the Commiussion’s 
reply to Israels demand for direct 
negotiations would be sent next week. 

According to a communiqué issued 
here, Arab spokesmen later told the 
Commission that they were ready to con- 
sider any compromise proposals. 

Isracl's statement was made in reply 
to the Conciliation Commission's letter 
of September 12, winch recapitulated the 
efforts of the Commission io bring both 
sides together on the future of the Arab 
refugees, Israels frontiers, and the 
future status of Jerusalem. It is under- 
stood that the Israel Government have 
declined to consider further negotiations 
with the Commission on the question of 
Arab-Israc! boundaries and refugees. 

The entire Palestine issue is expected 
to be debated m the ad hoc Polsical 
Committee shortly. I understand thai 
the Dutch delegation have drafted a 
formal proposal, subject to the approvai 


of their Government, for the protection 
of the Holy Places in Jerusalem. 

The Committee will also have before 
it a joint proposal, submitted by Egypt, 
Syria, and the Lebanon, calling for the 
demilitarisation of Jerusalem. It urges 
the immediate dispatch of a United 
Nations officia! to Jerusalem, with a 
specially recruited police force of 1,000 
men. The Arabs will emphasise that 
the plan is not to be interpreied as an 
endorsement of the U.N. scheme to inter- 
nationalise the Holy City. 

The proposal is primarily designed to 
secure the withdrawal! of the Israel and 
Jordan forces now im the city in accord- 
ance with the steps approved by the 
Paris Assembly for the establishment of 
a U.N. régime for the city. 

Mr. Moshe Sharett, the Israe! Foreign 
Minister, is expected to arrive here later 
this month for the discussions on Jeru- 
salem. 

Informed quarters here state that the 
iraqi ciegntee have decided to put for- 
ward to the Uniied Nations a plan pro- 
viding for the exchange of Iraqi Jews and 
Arab refugees.

AJ.A. AND JEWISH WAR ORPHANS 


Consultations With Chief 
Rabbi 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An exchange of views with the Chicf 
Rabbi was proceeding on the subject of 
the Jewish War Orphans, and because of 
that, the council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association would not be asked at the 
present meeting to consider the report of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee presented 
to the last meeting of the Council. said 
Mr. Rowland Landnian, at the meeting 
of the Council at Woburn House on 
Monday. Mr. Leonard Stein, President 
of the AJ.A.. presided. 

Mr. Landman, Chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, presenting the com- 
mittee’s report, said that after the discus- 
sion which had emerged as a result of the 
Committee's imitiative in this matter— 
the current number of Tue Jewisu 
CHronicte might almost be regarded as 
a War Orphan Suppiement—the ground 
might be cleared for a renewed and con- 
certed effort by all the Jewish organisa- 
tions interested. The Jewish organisa- 
tions at Lake Success had approved a 
resolution far less favourable to the 
Jewish position than the committee's sug- 
gestion. Commenting on “the masterly 
and well-balanced leader” which had 
appeared in the previous issue of THe 
JewisH Curonicte, Mr. Landman said 
that it could act as a sound basis for 
once more tackling this problem. 


Meeting of C.C.J.0. 


After referring to the forthcoming 
meeting of the Governing Board of the 
Consultative Council of Jewish Organrsa- 
tions in London on November 26 and 27, 
Mr. Landman dealt with the question 
of restitution in Germany. On the whole, 
he said, the work of the Jewish organisa- 
tions in persuading the British Govern- 
ment to amend us draft laws had been 
successful, and he thanked Professor 
Bentwich who had done yeoman work in 
this sphere. At least 90 per cent of the 
claims would be claims made by Jews. 
The British Government had been con- 
vinced of the necessity of a special Jewish 
body to look after heirless and unclaimed 
property, and had agreed to the setting 
up of a Jewish Trust Corporation. 

Mr. Landman also dealt with the 

dossier of borderline cases which had 
been submitted to the Administration of 
Enemy Property Department tor recon- 
sideration. 
.. The Committec, he went on, had sub- 
mitted to the mecting a Progress Report 
for 1949, and this showed that tn .many 
matters success had been achieved. 

When, he continued, the report of the 
Survey on the position of Jews in Mosiem 
countries. was published ut would show 
that serious research was of greater value 
than rushing into print without real 
knowledge of the facts. The caretully 


documented claim: would bave more 
chance of success than mere denun- 
Giathons. 


With regard to the position of the Jews 
in Iraq, Mr. Landman said that there 
now seemed little doubt that the grave 


Statement issued by the Isracl Legation 
was based on facts. The denial issued 
by the Iraqi spokesman and published 
in the MaNncHester Guarpian sounded 
on the face of it so thoroughly unconvinc- 
ing that only fortified and underlined 
the statement issued by the Israc! Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Landman said that a letter had 
been written to the Foreign Office asking 
for further information and, if the accu- 
sations by the Israci Government were 
proved to be justified, for the good 
offices of H.M. Ambassador to protect 
the Jewish minority in Iraq. A cable 
had also been sent to the Consultative 
Council of Jewish Organisations asking 
for intervention at Lake Success. 

The President said that there had been 
a great deal of discussion both at the 
Council! and in THe JewisH CHronicie 
on the subject of Jewish War Orphans. 
They were in communication with the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities, and especially 
with the Chief Rabbi, on the whole ques- 
tion, and it would serve no useful pur- 
pose to have a discussion at that stage. 

After Mr. H. Soref and. Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C., had spoken, the Council 


“decided not to discuss the matter further. 


Mr. Laski, in a reference to the Jews 
in Moslem countries, said that the report, 
good though i was, must not be re- 
garded as a substitute for work that 
would have to be done. The report was 
a very able document. The section on 
Persia, particularly, was of the highest 
value and brought to lheght considerable 
information which was mostly unknown 
to this community or to the American 
Jewish community. 


Reports Adopted 


Mr. Stein said that the work done in 
connection with the survey could not 
have been carried out but for the whole- 
hearted help and co-operation of the 
American Jewish Committee 

The report of the Commitice as well as 
the Progress Report was adopted. 

Earlier, the Council dealt with the 
reports of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee and of the Admuimstrative Com- 
mittee, both of which were adopted 

The report of the Genera. Purposes 
Committee referred to the financial 
position of the Council, and mentioned 
that Col T H. Sebag Monitchore had 
undertaken to lead a fresh effort to raise 
additional funds. 

The President in presenting the report 
said: that he was not in a position to 
enlarge on the fact that there had been 
an iwterview between the President of 
the Board of Deputies and himself, which 
was mentioned in the report 

Mr. Salmon. the Treasurer. 
reviewed the financial position and said 
that they needed an annual income: of 
about £8,000, and uniess they received 
more money, they would have serously 
to curtail their work. 

Col. Sebag-Montefiore outlined a plan 
of campaign to raise money and said 
that he had called a meeting, over which 
he would preside, of “ The Friends of 
the AJ.A.” 

The Administrative Commiutiee report 
was presented by Mr. Lawrence Jacobs. 


FIRST B.B.Cc. HEBREW BROADCAST 


Impressive Goodwill 
Messages 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“ Listen to the voice of London; good 
evening to you all.” With these words, 
spoken (in Hebrew) by a woman 
announcer at 6.30. on Sunday evening, 
the first programme in the B.B.C. 
Hebrew service began. 

I listened to the broadcast from a 
B.B.C. studio, and I was at once im- 
pressed by the friendliness and cheerful- 
ness of the broadcasters’ voices, in direct 
contrast 40 the customary impersonal 
LOneS, 

The half-hour’s -transmission began 
with addresses by the Director-General! 
of the B.B.C.. Sir William Haley, and 
by Israel's Minister here, Dr. Eliash. 
Hatikvah and * God Save the King 
were then played. 

Each announcer was introduced, and 
it was stated what subject he or she 
would deai with in future broadcasts. 
“This is the first time,” said Dr. 
Eliash, in his address, “that a great 
country has undertaken a regular broad- 
casting service in our language—the first 
time that the Hebrew tongue takes its 
piace among the broadcasts of the world, 
to be heard day. by day from outside 
the frontiers of ae | 

“ This js the first time,” he went on, 
“that a nation of a great and outstand- 
ing culture has thought fit to speak to 
uS over the ether in our own tonguc, 'n 
a spirit of goodwill, and in the desire 
to strengthen the ties of mutual friend- 
ship which are now developing.” 

Since Great Britain's recognition of 
the State of Israel, and the exchange of 
diplomatic missions between their two 
countries. he declared, the foundations of 
Co-Operation and understanding had been 
laid, and they might regard this new 
departure of broadcasting in the Hebrew 

wage as a further expression of the 


willingness to heal the breach and to 
strengthen friendship and understanding 
between them 

“The number of listeners in England 
to * Kol Israel* is daily increasing, and 
the number of listeners in Israel to. the 
voice of Britain in their own language 
will also increase.” Dr. Eliash concluded. 
‘* And as these sounds méet and mingle 
in the upper air, so may the minds and 
understandings of the two peoples meet 
and mingle-—-for the growth of peace, 
happiness, and prosperity for all man- 
kind. Thus, may be fulfilled the vision 
ef the prophets of Israel, who sanctified 
our Hebrew tongue for all generations, 
and gave it its eternal value. Shalom-- 
peace and good fortune be with you ail,” 


€or Lovers of Hebrew 


Sir William Haley said that the new 
service in Hebrew was being broadcast 
by the B.B.C. so that all in the Siate 
of Israel (and lovers of Hebrew cise- 
where). who cared to listen might hear. 
I: would provide a service of world news, 
objectively compiled and dispassionately 
presented. 

The B.B.C., he went on, always had in 
front of it the ideal from the Book of 
Isaiah: “ Nation shall speak peace unto 


nation.” The need was as urgent now 
as ever it had been. The call to men of 
goodwill everywhere, whatever their 


nationality, class or creed, to co-operate 
was more insistent. The need for the 
spread of truth, the friendly exchange of 
information and opinion between nations 
was increasingly urgent. To those tasks 
che new B.B.C. service in Hebrew woulc 
devote itself. 

There had, Sir William said, been 
many misunderstandings and much con- 
fusion in the Middle East as elsewhere 
in recent years. Broadcasting was only 
one of the many means which would 


- have to be wisely and beneficenitly used 


if they were to build afresh on a_ basis 
of tolerance and enlightenment. But it 
could play a very powerful part.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Sharing the 
Burden 


T is sometimes forgotten to-day that 
the attitude of the worker to his 
work is the very deep concern of 

religion. It is regarded as the con- 
cern of the Government, trades union 
leaders and tribunals, but the voice of 
religious leaders 1s thought to be inter- 
ference that does more harm than 
good. Nevertheless, the relation be- 
tween man and man, between the indi- 
vidual and the community, between 
employer and employee, is a concern 


of ethics upon which are based both: 


Judaism and Christianity. 

if there js on sphere more than 
another that is the business of religion, 
it ws that of human responsibility. 

Judaism teaches man’s right to be 
free. But, with the usual fine sense 
of balance of our great teachers, free- 
dom is bound up. with obligation. 
Only through the Torah could man be 
free. Work is a sacred duty, not a 
mere way of earning a living ; for such 
an idea ts humiliating to employer and 
employee alike. The dignity of labour 
is emphasised again and again in the 
Talmud. The old horror of oppressin 
a hired servant dates from the Law o 
Moses, while laziness, selfishness, 
greed, and dislike of honest toil are 
sins against the Law itself. All men 
have a mutual responsibility for one 
another and for the community of 
which they form part. 


‘THIS sense of responsibility implies 
two qualities: loyalty and self- 
respect. Neither js Conspicuous to-day 
in our civilisation. There is something 
radically wrong about a society in 
which neither employer nor employee 
iS ever satisfied, in which freedom is 
interpreted as the right to hold a pistol 
at the head of an individual or of a 
group or of the State. There is some- 
thing fundamentally amiss with a 
social order jn which no remedies 
appear to be able to cure some very 
dread social diseases : determination to 
do as little work as. possible, to claim 
more lemure than ever before, without 
any knowledge how it should be used : 
to deny respect for those with superior 
ability, whether of brain or hand ; to 
advocate the use of that very weapon 
force—to abolish which two world 
wars have been recently fought 

Such diseases cannot be cured by 
legislation People, whether in a 
democratic country like our own, er 
under one or another kind of dictator- 
ship, can never be compelled to feel 
responsibility These aims are pos- 
sible of fulfilment only where compul- 
sion: moral and religious. 

None, surely, can fail to recognise 
the lowered standards of morality in 
public and private life. What so many 
do fail to see is that no power on 
earth can compensate for the moral- 
religious teaching which, whether 
Christian, has provided 
modern civilisation with is ideals, its 
safeguards and its inspiration, 


HARING the burdens is the sole 
guarantee of a healthy society. 
Men and women must be trained from 
the nursery to become responsible 
members of society, to regard their 
place in that society as equally im- 
portant with their own ~ personal 
advancement. Where stern and 
unbending obedience to the plain 
moral code-—a common obligation 
upon all-—is taught above all else. in 
home and schoclroom, and carried on 
in office and factory and workshop. 
“nd the concern for the common good 
is the natural result, then it may be 
possible to talk of a new order. Never 
till then. Compulsion must come from 
within: from without it will always 
be worse than useless. 

This is the task of religion to-day : 
to inculcate a true sense of responsi- 
bility towards our neighbour, our city, 
our group, our national life. This has 
always been one of its tasks. To-day 
it is paramount. 

The Jewish people have a splendid 
opportunity—-for example and for ser- 
vice. It was our forefathers who first 
taught mankind the art of living. 
Behind the great duty of sharing the 
burdens, whether in public or in pri- 
vate. lies the immortal! apostrophising 
of our people by the great prophet : 
“© Israel, ye are my servants whom 
I have chosen.” For it is the sense of 
service alone that is the key which will 
open the door to the healthier and 
better life.

POLICE CONDUCT AT FASCIST MEETINGS 


Mr. Ede Denies Charges 
of Partiality 


From our Parliamentary 


Correspondent 


A Fleet Sircet journalist, who com- 
plained that the police dealuig with the 
anti-Jewish disturbances in the East End 
were not acting impartially, has refused 
to come forward w substantiate bis 
allegations, the House of Commons was 
told last week. 

The reporter, who covered the disturb- 
ances. wrote a letter under the nom-de- 
plume of “John Hadlow” to the New 
STATESMAN aND Nation (subsequently 
reprinted in Tue Jewrsn set- 
ting out the alleged anti-Jewish attitude 
of the police on duty there. 

Mr. Cuter Eve. Secretary, saw 
the letter, and ordered that a judicial 
inquiry should be held into the incidents 
which the journals said he witnessed. 
He asked the editor of the New StraTes- 
MAN if the writer of the letter would give 
particulars of the date. time, and place 
of the mcidents 

There were caustic comments in the 
Commons when Mr. Ede reporied that 
the journals had refused to come for- 
ward. 


Writer's Good Faith 


He said that the editor of the New 
Sraresman had informed him that before 
publishing the ietter be took such steps 
as were open to him to assure himeci( 
of the good faith of the writer. 

The editor, said Mr. Ede, saw the 
writer of the letter several times, and 
conveyed to him the assurances of the 
Home Secretary and the ommrssoner 
of Police. that he would run oo risk of 
losing his police facihiies from Scotland 
Yard by coming forward. 

The editor, however, informed the 
Home Secretary that the writer of the 
letter was of the opimon that bis work 
and his value as a Fleet Street reporter 
— indeed, his livelihood—depended on 
his capacity to maintamn friendly and 
close relations with the polce. and th, 
he felt: he would be completely unable 
to maintain if he was known ito have 
made the allegations. 

The writer, in the circumstances, had 
declined to furnish the particulars asked 
for, or to give evidence 


Allegations njustified 


“Such inquiries as | have been able 
to make without the assuiance of the 
writer,” said Mr. Ede, “ aflord no justif- 
cation for the serious allegations made 
egains the conduct of the police 

“ These unsubstantiated allegations are 
calculated to shake the confidence of the 
public in the wmpartialty of the police, 
and ought to be investigated by an inde- 
pendent tribunal, for the setiing up of 
which I had taken the necessary prelim- 
nary sieps 

“The Metropolitan Police Force would 
have welcomed such an mqguiry 

“ The refusal of the writer of the let- 
ter to give the essenual information tor 
which I have asked, makes it impossble 
for me to proceed further. 

Mr. Ede added that, after making most 
careful and detailed inquiries, he was 
satished that the police carried oul thew 
dificult, disagreeabic. and arduous duties 
in confection with the disturbances in 
the Last End with complete imipartialiy 
and in the best traditions. of the British 
police service 

Mr. tan Mixanrpo Reading) said 
that all reasonable people should be con- 


vinced that the Home Secretary would 
be very willing to the bew posible

Liberal Youth Groups at 
Brighton Conference 


By a@ Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A conference on “ Judaism and Citi- 
venstup.” held at the Brighton and Hove 
Liberal Jewish Synagoguc last week-end 
under the auspices of the Federation of 
Liberal and Progressive Jewish Youth 
Groups, was addressed by Rabbi Dr. I. 
1. Mattuck, the Revs. Leslie I. Edgar. 
Phiip Cohen, and Bernard Hooker, and 
Messrs. Basi! I Henriques, C€.B.E.., 
Henry Solomons (Secretary of the Union 
of Liberal and Progressive Synagogues), 
Herbert Richer. and A. M. Fay. Mr. 
Walter Woyvda was the gencral chairman. 

The conference began on Friday night 
with a Kiddush service and an Oncg 
Shabbat led by Mr. Fay. On Sabbath 
morning at a special conference service 
in the synagogue conducted by Mr. Fay, 
Mr. Ldgar spoke on “ The Historical and 
Traditional Background of Judaism and 
Citizenship.” In the Jewish attitude to 
cHizensiup. he pomied out, . was 
always borne in mend that the Siate 
was under the sovereignty of God 
and that the duty of all Jewish citizens 
had always been to express, in service to 
the State, the Law of God. 


Inherent in Jewish Teaching 


Rabti Dr. I. I. Mattuck. speaking at 
the Saturday afternoon session. under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Herbert Richer. on 
“ Judarsm and Democracy.” said that 
aithough in ancient times democracy as 
they knew it to-day did not cxist among 
the Jews-——thew rulers having been ap- 
pomnted—the principles of democracy 
were inherent in Jewish teachings and 
imphct m some of thew laws 

Dr Mattuck then discussed the 
Welfare State. Individuals. he declared. 
had responsibilities as well as righis. and he 
added that the failure of some individuals 
to hve up to ther responsiilities was one 
of the gravest faults in the present times 

Spcaking. at a later session, (with Mr. 
J}. Rich in the chair) on “Our Present 
Position as Jews and Citizens.” Mr. Basi! 
Henriques said that while the civil law 
shoukl take precedence over Jewish tra- 
ditional law. Divine law was paramount 
The task of Jews as citizens was to build 
a better country and to cradicate social 
injustices—-to create the Kingdom of God 
on carth. 


Isracl An Established Fact 


The Rev. Philip Cohen. continuing the 
discussion on Sunday morning. declared 
that Jews in this country had to recognise 
that the State of Isracl was an established 
fact. There was there a greater source of 
Jewish culture than anywhere cise in the 
world, and they must not do anything to 
frustrate the development of that culture 
For Jews to help Israc] was not to be 
disloyal to the country in which they 
hved 

The Rev. Bernard Hooker, dealing with 
the problem of anti-Semitism, advised 
Jews to mux treely as citizens At the 
same time, the Christians should remove 
restrictions bke the banning of Jews from 
clubs. If the Jews, Mr. Hooker added. 
extended the superiority of their home 
hie to the ethical sphere, they would then 
advance from a pots and pans religion 
and wou.d become a strong moral force 
such as were the Quakers 

Mr. Richer said there was a lack both 
of Jewish and of general civic conscious- 


ness among the young Jews in North 
London. moved an emergcncy reso- 
lution (which was carried) urging that 
the Federation of Liberal and Progressive 
Jewish Youth Groups and the Youth 
Association of the Synagogues should, 
through their Standing Joint Committec, 
approach their parent bodies. asking them 
to drcuss without delay the possibilities 
of erecting in North London a communal 
centre similar to the Bernhard Baron 
Settlement. 

Mr. Henry Solomons summed up the 
speeches and the discussions. He advo- 
cated closer co-operation with Youth 
Groups from outside bodies, including 
Orthodox Jewish and Christian. 

The conference. which was attended by 
about 50 young people representing the 
Youth Groups of St. John’s Wood Road : 
New Liberal, Swiss Cottage: South Lon- 
don: North London: West Central: the 
Sit. George's Settlement Synagogues, and 
Birmingham and the Brighton and Hove 
Congregations, concluded with a service 
conducted by Mr. Richer. who was 
assisted by the “ Ner Tamid “ choir from 
South London 

On Saturday night. a dance for the 
delemates was held at Arnold House 
Hote!. at which the out-of-town dele- 
gates stayed.

Plans for Middle East 


From a C orresppndent 


Two conferences of special interest to 
Jewish students were held recently in the 
United States. Each was atiended by a 
representative of the World Union of 
Jewrsh Students. 

For the first time since 1931, the Inter- 
national Student Service held its annual 
conference and meeting of the Governing 
Assembly outside Europe. Called to dis- 
cuss the functron of universivves im social 
development, the conference was attended 
by delegaics from university stafls and 
studemis trom all over the world. The 
Assembly meeting which followed was 
concerned larecty with the World Student 
Rehef Organisation, which is still oper- 
ating not only im China, India, and 
South-East Asia but behind the “ Iron 
urtain. 

Of particular mterest was the decision 
to concentrate upon the development of 
1.S.S. work im the Middle East and to 
sponsor, together with Unesco. confer- 
ences and other work designed to lessen 
tension between Jewish and Arab groups. 

An interesting conference was also 
held at Brandeis, the new  Jewish- 
sponsored university near Boston. For 
the first time in five vears there was 
held a convention of full-time directors 
of the Hille! Foundation. In nearly 200 
universities, the Foundation provides 
religious, educational, and social facili- 
tes for the 100,000 Jewish students of 
America 

One tiem on the agenda, particularly 
important in view of the recent afffliation 
of Hillel to the World Union, .was the 
problem of world co-operation 
Jewish university staffs and students. 
There ws every prospect of the American 
Jewish university communily giving fman- 
cial and moral support to the growing 
activities of the World Union These 
activites have. durme the summer alonc. 
imiuded student camps in. Europe, and, 
for the first time, a camp in. Israel.

TERROR IN EGYPT 


Eye-Witness on Horrors of 
Internment Camps

One of the leaders of the Jewish com- 
munity in Cairo, who, after many months 
of -captivity, has regained his freedom, 
told me, while passing through London, 
of his ordeal in Egyptian imternment 
camps. His identity cannot yet be dis- 
closed as he siill has relatives in 

He has lived in Egypt since 1905, for 
most of the time as a prosperous busi- 
nessman, mixing freely with the general 
population and gaining a sound know- 
ledge and undersianding of the Egyptians 
and their politics. Until the late twenties, 
when the Egyptians were remote from 
Arab affairs. the 80,000 Jews of Egypt 
were well treated. Later, and especially 
after the Palestine disorders of 1929 and 
1936. anti-Semitism grew, fanned by 
German and lalian propaganda. 
anti-Semitic campaign reached new 
heights as first the Anglo-American Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, then Unscop, and 
finally the General Assembly of the 
United Nations took up the question of 
Palestine. 

My informant told me that in 1945 he 
was summoned by the Minister of Inner 
Affairs. who said: “Our country is a 
free country. but you are engnand in 
Zionism, and Zionism is against the policy 
of Egypt. If you continue I shall be 
obliged to ask you to leave the country.” 


Jews Attacked in Streets 


From that time the Zionist Organisa- 
tion in Egypt tried to remain incon- 
spicuous, and no official steps were taken. 
against it. When. however, the Palestine 
issue came before the United Nations nu 
became dangerous to be Known as a 
Zionist, and the Zionist offices were 
closed. By the end of February, 1948, 
the situation had become grave, and 
Jewish organisations were forced to go 
underground. Jews were beaten in the 
streets and could not go imto cinemas; 
it was dangerous for Jews, especially 
women. to walk through the streets. 

On May 15. when the State of Isracl 
was proclaimed, about 200 Jews, mosily 
young people from Chalutz organisations, 
but including alsqg my informant, were 
arresied. For ten days they were kept 
mm the most horrible conditions, without 
sanitary facilities. at the former Ameri- 
can Army camp at Huckstep. The heat 
was unbearable and the food poor. 
Awakened at ‘S a.m. by flies, they had 
to watt some four hours belore tea was 
brought to them in the same dirty pails 
as were used for washing dishes and 
floors, Thev were allowed out twice a 
day for exercise for one hour. 

On May 28. another 300 Jews were 
arrested. and 70 Jewish firms were 
seguesiered and taken over by Govern- 
ment officials 

Meanwhile. the Zionist pgroup at 
Hucksiep. anxious to prevent the younger 
people from becoming demoralised, 
turned their prison into a- Hachshara 
centre. The obtained seeds and grew 
wheat. barley, and beans: they gave 
agricultural lessons, taught Hebrew, and 
lectured on sociology, thus keeping the 
young men busy for eight to ten hours a 
day. Later they even managed to estab- 
lish a carpentry shop. With parcels 
from home and food cooked by them- 
selves, life began to assume a semblance 
of normality. 


“J.C.s” Smuggled Into Camp 


And perhaps most heartening of all was 
the way in which they obtained news 
of the outside world, through Tue 
JewisH CuHronicte! Jews stationed in 
ithe Canal Zone cut their copies of THe 
JewisH CHRONICLE and smugeled them 
into the camp in cigarette boxes, column 
by column, page by page. Thumb- 
marked and crumpled but still legible. 
those precious pieces of paper were 
passed from hand to hand and afterwards 
smuggied out of the camp again to 
friends and relatives in Cairo. 

s news of Israci’s military successes 
filtered through into Cairo, the Egyp- 
tians ceased beating Jews in the 
streets. Rumours had spread that the 
Israelis had threatened. to bomb Cairo 
if the Egyptians did not stop maltreating 
Jews. 

In January, 1949, about 50 Jews. 
among them 17 young men of the Zionist 
group, were sent to El-Tor. a notorious 
camp in the middle of the desert. This 
broke the spirit of the captives. They 
ved under indescribable conditions. 
sleeping on the ground and existing on a 
starvation dict. 

After. the assassination of Nokrashy 
Pasha, the Egyptian Jewish community 
pleaded with the new Prime Minister for 
the release of at least the very old and 
very young internees. But in fact re- 
leases only began. and then very slowly, 
at the end of June. To-day, only Ovadia 
Salem, a 60-vear-old Jew. and his 
secretary remain imprisoned. 

Altogether over 600 Jews were interned 
for varying periods and held in camps 
in Cairo and Alexandria. The largest 
number at any one time at Huckstep, 
near Cairo, was 320. Al! Jews who have 
since left Egypt had first to sign a 
documemt stating that they would never 
return.

EARLY HEBREW 
SCRIPT 


New Discovery Confirms 
Jewish Tradition 


The Holy Scriptures were not writicn 
originally m the characters with which 
they were now familiar, said Dr. David 
Diringer, when delivering the maugural 
public lecture of the 1949-1950 series 
arranged by the Palestine Exploration 
Fund. The Chairman of the Fund. Mr, 
} W. Crowfoot, C.B.E., presided, and 
among those present were the Chici 
Rabi, Dr. Ehash, Israel Minister in 
Britain. Sw Frederic Kenyon, Keeper of 
the British Museum, and many Protestant 
and Catholic clergymen. 

A reminder of the change through 
which the Hebrew alphabet had passed 
was preserved in various passages of the 
Talmud. said Dr. Diringer. Ihe 
covesy last March of a few fragments 
in early Hebrew script, belonging to the 
late fourth century or the early third 
century confirmed and supple- 
mented the Jewish tradition. 

Dr. Diringer outhned the history of 
the carly Hebrew wriling. wrongly 
referred to tn the Press as Phernician 
or even “Samaritan.” Its development 
from the days of Saul and David until 
the first destruction of the Temple was 
now known, but its end was still uncertain. 
It was generally believed that the early 
Hebrew alphabet was superseded by the 
Aramaic alphabet during the Babylonian 
exile, and the “revival” of the early 
Hebrew sxript on Hasmonean cons after 
135 e.c.e., and in the Samaritan script, 
was purely archaising and did not repre- 
sent a continued evolution. 


Alphabet Persisted

JEWS OF HONG KONG 


No Desire To Emigrate 
By a Special Correspondent 


MONG the 1.875.000 residents 
of Hong Kong now anxiously 
awaiting the next moves of the 

Chinese Communist forces massed 
along the wild il-mile border separ- 
ating the Crown Colony from the 
Chinese mainiand t a tiny Jewrsh 
Community of perhaps some 200 
mem bers.

Fortunately, 
the majority of these refugees have been 
in possession of visas for Israel of 
other countries, so that their stay was 
only temporary Their emigration has 
in most cases, been arranged by the 
American Joint Distribution Commitiec. 
which chartered ships and aireraft so that 
the refugees could safely reach thei 
countries of resettioment. 

So tar, the old-established Jews in the 
Colony have shown no desire to emi- 
gratc, and they are uniikely to do so 
untess Communist forces occupy the 
area. 

It is perhaps worth noting that many 
members of the Hong Kong police force 
served with the Palestine Police before 
the termmnation of the Mandate 

As far as ws known, Hong Kone has 
had only one Jewish Governor, the late 
Sir Matthew Nathan, an eminent 
engineer, who was largely resporsible 
for the fine network of roads in the 
Colony. He was a former Vice-President 
of the Angio-Jewish Association.

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THE CITIZEN’S DUTY 


THE task of helping Britain to overcome 
her present difficulties is the supreme duty 
of every citizen. No one can doubt it after 
last week's debate in the House of Commons 
when, whatever differences were disclosed 
as to method, all were agreed that to pro- 
duce more and to export more is literally a 
vital need. The alternative is national decline 
and a catastrophic deterioration in Britain's 
standard of life, accompanied by the likeli- 
hood of political and social convulsions. 


For the serene unfolding of British life 
during the past three centuries and the 
growth of parliamentary democracy and 
tolerant habits have taken place in the con- 
dition of a relatively stable and prospering 
economy. The benevolent laws and liberal 


ideas which have characterised Britain have 


been, in great measure, the outcome of 
security, economic as well as military, so 
that for over’ a century Britain was able to 
offer a historical example of generosity 
combined with power To-day, wounded 
and wearied by two great wars, she is 
struggling for survival ; and in her survival 
is involved the preservation of those values 
which are inherent in democracy 


Let it be said at once that were it not for 
Britain's example and influence im ensuring 
respect for human rights, the position of the 
Jews in Europe would have been vastly 
different from what it has been since the 
nineteenth century. The excesses of Tsars 
would not have been mitigated nor the doors 
of the West been opened tor sanctuary. Not 
would any of Europe's Jews have been saved 
from extinction by Hitter had not Britain 
been foremost in opposing him Jews 
everywhere remember with gratitude that 
Britain took the lead in underwriting their 
charter of emancipation and in securing 
their survival to enjoy it Even the bitter- 
ness in which the Palestine Mandate ended 
was limited by the traditional and mutual 
good will of Britain and the Jews. It is not 
easy to destroy a relationship whose record 
is marked by the distinguished service of 
Jews to Britain in every sphere of life, and 
by Britain's resolute defence of the values 
which have permitted that service 


For those reasons, added to their wishes 
and duties as patriotic citizens, British Jews 
have a special concern that the nation should 
resolve its difficulties as quickly as possible 
Fascists, like other political extremists, 
thrive on decay. Without hope of majority 
support in normal times, they look with 
satisfaction at every item of bad news, 
knowing well that the disgruntled and dis- 
appointed will clutch at revolutionary 
methods of change. And in such con- 
ditions, anti-Semitism becomes the weapon 
of the fascist. Already in East London and 
Kensington, fascism has revived its appeal 
to the slum-thug and the déclassé. While 
there is full employment, its slogans of 
hatred and envy will carry little weight in the 
rest of the country. Even the wretched 
procession during the Lynskey Tribunal 
hearings of Jewish witnesses who cast an 
undeserved discredit on the honourable 
majority of their coreligionists, was not 
enough to benefit the fascists appreciably. 


It seems clear, therefore, that the only 
fundamental opposition to fascism consists 
in helping to mainiain the nation’s pros- 
perity. Any Jew who fails in that task fails 
doubly. He fails the nation, and he fails 
his fellow-Jews. It has been pointed out by 
ali poiiticai ieaders that the incentives to 
recovery must not be simply personal gain. 
What the country needs is a moral purpose 


which will evoke the best efforts of each in 
the interests of all. That might well be a 
text for the Jewish clergy to preach as well. 
Fascism will not be overcome by counter- 
violence in the East End. It can only be 
destroyed by a combination of moral pur- 
pose and national prosperity. 


But though a few men, lacking in public 
spirit, may discredit a whole community, 
anti-Semitism would not be ended even by 
perfectionism among the Jews. If all Jews 
were angels, they would, no doubt, be 
charged with ostentation. We believe, how- 
ever, that every Jew should regard himself 
as the custodian of the Jewish community's 
good name; that he should consider it as 
his major obligation in society to help his 
fellow-citizens to overcome the crisis; and 
that he should remember that if ever Britain 
were to fall from the standards by which 
she has been judged great for so many years, a 
new Dark Age would begin for Europe, 
for himself, and for his descendants. 


WEIZMANN INSTITUTE 


THE opening of the Weizmann Institute of 
Science at Rehovot on Wednesday in the 
presence of eminent scientists and scholars 
from all parts of the world, coinciding 
with the 32nd anniversary of the issuing of 
the Balfour Declaration, constituted a notable 
landmark in Jewish history. Not only was 
it an occasion for paying a_ well-deserved 


‘tribute to Israel's revered President, but it 


also provided an opportunity, for Dr. Weiz- 
MANN to reiterate the truth—on which we 
cannot too often msist-—that the regeneration 
of Israel in its own land is not only the rebirth 
of an ancient people, but also the infusion of 
new ideas and ideals into the Middle East 
that should be of incalculable benefit, cultural 
and material, to Israels neighbours. It ts 
true that the Rehovot Research Institute con- 
tributed to Israel's war effort, that it has 
heiped in the past and will help still more in 
the future in the progress of the Jewish State. 
It is equally true and perhaps even more sig- 
nificant that scientific research there 1s 
intended, in the words of Dr. WEIZMANN him- 
self, “for the good of our neighbours and 
for the good of mankind.” 


The unique part which, as President of the 
English Zionist Federation, Dr. WEIZMANN 
took in the negotiations which produced the 
Balfour Declaration already constitutes a 
famous chapter in world history. More- 
over, notwithstanding all the vicissitudes of 
history. he has worked with dauntiess per- 
sistence for an entente cordiale . between 
Great Britain and Israel. This devotion 
he has expressed in a double capacity, not 
only as a statesman, but also as a scientist. 
The outstanding services which his great 
scientific discoveries rendered to Britain and 
her Allies in the two world wars have been 
acknowledged by grateful Governments. At 
the same time, his practical hopes for the 
success of Zionism have always been closely 
bound up with his belief that modern science 
offers tremendous opportunities for redeem- 
ing the Land of Israel. Readers of his 
autobiography will know how constantly 
throughout his long life this conception has 
inspired his thoughts and actions. He has 
now made his home at Rehovot, where he 
daily spends several hours tn the neighbouring 
laboratories. 3 


Rightly, Dr. WEIZMANN stressed the fact 
that the opening of the Institute, while a 
notable achievement, should be regarded as 
a stage in the progress of Israel rather than 
the completion of a task. He described ut 
as “a milestone in our career, which began 


fifteen years ago with the opening of the 


Sieff Research Institute, at the height of 
HirLer’s persecution of our people.” The 
last phrase is significant, providing as it does 
a striking illustration of the fact that when 
the shouting and the tumult have died there 


remain, solid and indestructible, the achieve- 
ments of the mind and the spirit. It may 
well be that the name of WEIZMANN will still 
be held in honour and esteem when that of 
the modern oppressor of the Jews is no longer 
execrated because it is forgotten. 


Gratifying, too, is the recognition by the 
President of the debt owed by the Institute, 
and hence by the Yishuv, to Anglo-Jewry, 
since, as Dr. WEIZMANN said, that ceremony 
would not have been possible without “ the 
generosity of the Marks and Sierr families 
of England.” That the realisation of that 
fact may serve to strengthen the ties between 
Israel and Britain is known to be the prayer 
of Dr. WeizMann, and it should equally be 
the prayer of Jews all over the world. 


SOCIAL WORK 


THe Committee for Training Jewish Social 
Workers (which was founded in 1943 and 
has its headquarters at AJ.Y. House, Leman 
Street, London, E.1) is performing much 
needed pioneer work in this post-war world. 
It published some while ago a most valuable 
and informative “ Guide to Jewish Social 
Work in Great Britain,” a publication to 
which we have already directed attention in 
these columns. Last week-end, it rendered 
further service to the community by spon- 
soring an important conference of Jewish 
social workers (reported on pages | and 6). 
The promoters rightly felt that at the present 
time, when the State is increasingly interest- 
ing itself in the social welfare of the people, 
there existed an urgent need for all engaged 
in Jewish social work, either professionally 
or voluntarily, to have the opportunity of 
meeting together to exchange ideas and 
experiences and to re-examine the effective- 


_ness of their work in the light of changing 


conditions. There was a_ representative 
assembly of delegates from a wide variety 
of organisations. Particularly pleasing was 
the collaboration between the different 
religious sections, as exemplified in the 
attendance of delegates from the United 
Synagogue, as well as from the Sefardi. 
Reiorm, and Liberal communities. No less 
pleasing was the attendance of some dele- 
gates from the Provinces, although it is to be 
hoped that their number will be greater on 
any future occasion. In connection -with 
the welfare of youth, it is good that the 
attention of the conference was drawn to the 
subject of Jewish chaplains, since the influ- 
ences brought to bear upon our young men 
during their period of national service can- 


“not possibly be left out of account. Of 


course, the differing needs of all ages-— 
from the very young to the very old—were 
also considered by the conference. The 
plea that was made for adult clubs for 
husbands and wives is welcome evidence that 
attention is now being paid to a long-felt 
want in the community. The success of this 
lirst conference should certainly encourage 


ts promoters to make it an annnal or 
biennial event 


POLAND AND THE “JOINT” 


AMONG the relief organisations bringing 
aid and solace to the stricken millions in post- 
war Europe, the American Joint Distribution 
Committee has occupied a prominent place. 
It gained recognition and praise not only for 
its humane work, but also for the strict 
manner in which its staff, carrying out its 
activities in Eastern Europe, kept away from 
the prevailing ideological conflict and strife. 
It will, therefore, come as a complete surprise 
to many to read the report by our Warsaw 
Correspondent that the Joint has been asked 
to terminate its activities in Poland. the 
country in which it has worked almost from 
the day the war ended. and where large 
numbers of Jews have been saved from 
starvation and magnificently helped to 
start a new life. In addition to the Joint. the 
Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society, otherwise 
known as the Hias, and the Toz, known 
abroad as the Jewish Health Organisation. 
Ose, are also to cease functioning in Poland. 
and their activities to be taken over either by 
the State or by Jewish organisations under 
State supervision. Of these last two bodies, 
the Toz has done outstanding work even in 
the most terrible circumstances in the ghettoes 
during the war. In asking these organisations 
to abandon their activities in Poland, the 
authorities maintain that now that Polish Jews 
enjoy full rights there is no need for distinct 


Jewish organisations. But, whatever truth 
there may be in this excuse, the real reason jx 
certainly the desire to sever the few remainin 
threads still binding the Jews in Poland with 
those in the West, a policy which we antic). 
pated only recently in these columns. Every 
Jew here—and most Jews in Poland—wij| 
certainly deplore the imposition of this new 
ban. which will in effect only widen the oul! 
between us and our brethren in Eastern 
Europe. 


INDELIBLE RECORD 


On several occasions we have directed 
attention to the valuable work of the Wiener 
Library (Central Jewish Information Office) 
at 19. Manchester Square, London, W.1. [ts 
objects are to collect and distribute informa- 
tion on contemporary Central European 
history, especially the rise and fall of the 
Third Reich : fascism and racial discrimina- 
tion: migration and minority questions; 
Palestine and the Middle East; the history 
of Jewish emancipation and anti-Semitism : 
and political trends in, and policies con- 
cerned with, Germany in the post-war world. 
The collections include boeks, pamphiets, 
reports, and Press cuttings which are closely 
classified and constantly kept up to dale 
In their particular field they form an invalu- 
able source of information, and the most 
eminent guthorities have constantly testified 
to their worth. With the purpose of making 
its resources more widely known, the Wiener 
Library fias just issued the first of a series 
of catalogues: It is entitled: “ Books on 
Persecution, Terror, and Resistance in Nazi 
Germany ™ (price 2s. 6¢.). All the works 
listed in this comprehensive compilation are 
in the Wiener Library, and they include 
literature in various languages on every 
aspect of the German persecution between 
1933 and 1939 and the extermination 
between 1939 and 1945. On concentration 
camps alone 144 volumes are mentioned. It 
is superfluous to add that all the entries are 
classified with scholasly care and exactitude 
In a foreword, Mr. Leonarp G. Montr- 
FIORE, the President of the Library, com- 
mends this catalogue to all students of 
foreign affairs and history. He. writes: “If 
it cannot be said of the Third Reich, as 
was once said of the Holy Roman Empve, 
that ‘out of it. all modern life arose, yet 
many striking and disagreeable features of 
modern life spring from the debris of 
HitLeR'S Empire. How that Empire rose to 
power and why it fell, deserves our study 
There is no similar source availale.in this 
country outside the Wiener Library.” The 
sponsors of this work may. be assured that 
it will remain of incalculable worth to all 
historians and students of Nazi barbarism 


UNWANTED MILLIONS 


Two. American educational institutions 
have this week refused large endowments on 
the grounds that the conditions attached to 
the. gifts made them unacceptable The 
American millionaire, Mr. GeorGe ARsM- 
STRONG, aS reported elsewhere in this issue, 
offered to the Jefferson Military College. in 
Mississippi, an endowment of $50,000,000 
and to the Southern Methodist Universits 
in Texas a similar gift of $5,000,000, in each 
case on condition that Jews, Asiatics, and 
Negroes should be barred from the estab- 
lishment. Although the Jefferson College is 
said to be on the verge of bankruptcy (and 
although it does not in fact admit Negro 
students), the trustees replied that “ there 1s 
not enough money in the world to influence 
us to accept a philosophy based on religious 
bias and anti-Semitism “—a sentiment fulls 
in accord with the ideals of education in 
the United States and every other civilised 
country. It is heartening to learn. that 
neither Jews nor Negroes have been unmind- 
ful of the College’s noble and disinterested 
gesture, and that the trustees have already 
received numerous donations from both 
communities. But in congratulating the 
enlightened authorities who have declined 
an unworthy gift, one must not withhold 4 
word of reprobation from the intending 
donor, who had proposed to make, in the 
apt words of the Chairman of the B nat 
Brith Anti-Defamation League, “ probabl) 
the most vicious use of great wealth in ovt 
generation” The contemptuous refusa! o! 
the offer may have served to convince MT 
ARMSTRONG that there are ideals not to be 
bought and the value of which cannot o¢ 
assessed in dollars.

and philosopher, Mr. Runes points the 
way. but his book should he of great 
value, not only to parents and children. 
but to all who wish to find the basic ele- 
ments of living set out in everyday lan- 
guage with deep wisdom. 
This book its of even greater interest 
to Jews than to the general reading public. 
for>Mr Runes has his theories on our 
ancient hefitage which, consciously or 
unconsciously, voluntarily or even per- 
force. is the lhfe-blood of the Jew He 
cannot be blamed if he pours out his 
anger continuously against those who pro- 
fess a religion of love yet carry out of 
watth pogroms. The great’ Christian 
religion, which arose out of Judaism. has 
only too often betrayed its beginnings and 
its purity. 

The author wends his way through 
manv of the realms of human thought. 
urging his son to be a true friend, to fieht 
for justice’ and equality whether between 
Jew and Gentile or Negro and White 
“ Take the side of the weaker. he says, 
“and vou will always be right. He 
rouches on the hardness of the world, on 
ms peauty and wonder. on idealism and 
materialism.

Tolerant Relation 


I cannot trace any tendency on the 


part even of the leaders of the return 


to condemn those who elected to re- 
main behind. On the contrary, those 
who remaimed were encouraged by the 
liberal atthude of the Governments, 
of Cyrus and later of Darius, to fol- 
low with the keenest sympathy the 
progress of the restoration of the 
Temple at Jerusalem and of the Jew- 
ish national life around mn. The result 
of thes tolerant and friendly relation 
between the Olim and those who re- 
maimed behind was that powerful and 
influential men like Nehemiah and 
Evra came upon the scene later to 
assist and strengthen the hands of the 
first Olim and bring their efforts to 
fruttion 

Babvionian Jewry had remarkable 
Jewish vitaluty;: for it grew and 
flourished to such a degree that it 
produced the egreat Talmud Babii. 
which has left a permanent impress 
on the Jewish mind and character and 
completely -overshadowed Talmud 
Yerushalmi, the product of the col 
leges of Palestine. For more than a 
thousand years Babylonian Jewry was 
the great centre of Jewish culture. 
and it finally handed on the torch of 
lewish learning to Spanish Jewry 

The.third, or modern Exodus, which 
we are now witnessing, began as a 
trickle into Palestine with the earliest 
Jionists the Bilu-—about at a 
tyme when Tsarist persecution began 
to become intolerable Thus trickle 
grew into a stream after the Balfour 
Declaration of 1917. From then until 
1948 periods of growth alternated 
with periods of temporary recession 
It is undeniable, however, that the 
curve of Aliyah rose with the waves 
of persecution, reaching «its highest 
point under and immediately after 
Hitler, and that wherever conditions 
are good or even tolerable, there ts 
no sign of wholesale Exodus 

lews, like other civilised human 
beings. have ceased to be voluntary 
nomads. Up to the present day the 


third Exodus resembles the second 
much more than the first Exodus. No 
one knows whet the morrow may 
bring forth. but despite ominous signs 
in ihe newly armen Germany and the 
Arad States, it i surely a policy of 
sheer pessimiste surrender to pro- 
phesy an carly outbreak of new 
Hitlers im the English-speaking lands 
where Jews still dwel] outede Isracl 

We should learn from the story of 
the second Exodus how useful those 
who remam behind can be to those 
who are now struggling in Israel for 
sheer economic survival, 

What, I may be asked. of those Jews 
who refuse to take any interest in. or 
are hostile to, the growth of the new 
State ’ The number of these ss nowa- 
days very small. whereas those who 
read of Israel's struggle and progress 
with miterest but stand aloof when 
asked to lielp are more numerous 
[heir attthude is painful for us to 
behold, but it cannot be improved by 
any method other than by the success 
of Israel in every field. especially in 
scholarship, art, and science. This will 
appeal to young Jews and Jewesses in 
all civilised countries, who will gradu- 
ally learn to be proud of their distant 
cousins in israel! and of their «necifi- 
cally Jewish achievements. Thr is a 
slow method of penetration, but I 
know of no other, and | feel we are 
not dome enough along these lines

outside Israel have increased of 
late—side by side with the decrease 
of uncertainty about Israel itself. 
whose Statchood would seem to have 
sealed the great Zionist effort to solve 
part of the Jewish problem. 

The thought and speculation are 
about religion ; rights and obligations ; 
separateness and survival; but, in this 
country at any rate, little. discussion 
of economic and occupational prob- 
lems has been heard. Yet the limited 
occupational distribution of Jews has 
constantly been acknowledged un- 
healthy. 

Is it out of the question to hope for 
a change in our vocational balance in 
Diaspora countries ? Is it not rather, as 
some suggest, still essential, as a con- 
tributory factor towards ending anti- 
Semitism. to have fewer Jews in 
distributive occupations: more Jewish 
productive workers; and less crowding 
into a few professions ” | 

Appeasing the anti-Semite might be 
considered too negative and unattrac- 
tive a reason for change. Besides, it 
might be argued: As long as there 
are Jews there will be anti-Semitism. 
_. . Whatever we do we are wrong: 
-. . But even if change is desirable. 
how are you going to get it-——by per- 
suasion, by coercion ? Is it democratic 
to interfere with my freedom to choose 

job? 
a ae parents are worried about their 
children’s vocations, but not all of 
them will take advice. If you coun- 


sel a long-term policy: say, a trade 
that needs three or four years’ train- 
ing, during which the wages will be 
modest, they may not like tt. But 
even if they are agreeable, as many 
ure, there ts still the boy himself to 
ask. And here, again, the vocational 
guide will find himself faced with two 
kinds of reaction: either the young 
fellow is willing to tram slowly for 
a sound job, or he persists, perhaps 
agaist his parents’ judgment, in taking 
a flashy but blind-alley job, for he 
“doesn't see why ” he shouldnt earn 
good wages, like So-and-so and So- 
and-so. “And, anyway, Ill soon be 
called up,” may be another reason for 
choosing \a temporary calling. 


Avoiding Blind Alleys 


Undoubtedly a trade should be en- 
couraged, blind-alley occupation 
djscouraged—-such advice accords with 
the familar maxim Malacha melucha: 
if you have a trade you have a 
kingdom. Yet is the chore quite as 
significant as it sounds, in relation to 
the young Jew’s future chances of 
making a living? For isn't tt gener- 
ally agreed that his urban adaptability 
and resourcefulness, born of his 
people’s long conditionmg, are likely 
sooner or later to take him out of the 
alley on to a more promising Commer- 
cial roadway? And if he begin by 
learning a trade, isn't likelier with 
the Jew than the non-Jew that he will 
some day change to commerce, or in 
his own trade achieve busimess owner- 
ship

(against 5 per cent), and agriculture, 
which claims about 18 per cent of all 
gainfully-occupied Americans, con- 
tains about | per cent of gainfully- 
occupied Jews. So, in the New Worid 
the disproportion remains. 

For the whole world, an estimate of 
the occupational distribution of Jews 
in 1938 was given by Dr. Ruppin im 
“The Jewrsh Fate and Future.” He 
gave 38 per cent as engaged im trade 
and transport, 36 per cent in imdustry 
and handicrafts, 7.7 per cent in public 
services and independent professions, 
and 3 per cent in agriculture, with the 
rest divided among casual labour, 
‘domestic service, permsioned and “ m- 
dependent” persons, and other or 
unknown occupations.

Synagogue’s 75th 
Anniversary

The Chief Rabbi visited Brighton and 
Hove last week-end .o take part in the 
special service to commemorate the 75th 
anniversary of the consecration of the 
synagogue in 1874. The synagogue has 
been newly decorated 

On his arrival on Friday morning, the 
Chief Rabbi, who was accompanied by 
Mrs. Brodie. and the Rev. I. N. Fabri- 
cant, the Minister of the Brighton and 
Hove Congregation, called on the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

In his sermon on Sabbath morning, 
Rabbi Brodie referred to Herzl Week, 
which began on that day.

ANGLO-JEWRY DEFENDED

Speaking on “Anglo-Jewry as I see it” 
at a meeting of the Harrow and Kenion 
District Synagogue Cultural and Socia! 
Centre, Vaughan Road, Harrow, on 
Sunday, the Rev. I. Levy, 5. F.. said 
that Anglo-Jewry was 4 much more 
important commun tv than some. peopie 
cared to. think, and it had a distinguished 
place in modern Jewish history. The 
Angio-Jewish community was blessed 
with religious instiiutions, a vast 
ber of educational! bodies, and an untold 
number of charitable organisations. 
That gave the lie to those who said that 
Anglo-Jewry was spiriually bankrupt 

There were some who said that the 
community deserved to be and would be 
liquidated together with the whole of the 
Galut. ‘This “ liquidation of the Galut 
was so much nonsense and, 4s lar as 
Anglo-Jewry was concerned, anyone 
who believed it displayed an absence of 

jective reasoning.

Mr. Lewy said he had it on the authority 
of Davan Abramsky that the Jews of 
Fngland.

JEWISH COLLEGE IN 


Grand Rabbinate’s Reply 


To the Editor of Tae JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sm.—With reference to your Istanbul 
correspondent’s report in your issue of 
September 2, dealing with the proposed 
establishment of a Rabbinical Seminary 
in Turkey, the Turkish Chief Rabbinate, 
and the closing down of classes in the 
Jewish Cofiege, | am awthorised to 
inform you that part of the report was 
very exaggerated, while other sections 
were entirely erroneous. 

The correct position is as follows: A 
Rabbinical Seminary has not yet been 
established in Istanbul. It was merely 
decided that Rabbis and others connected 
with the Beth Din, who had previously 
studied at their leisure at our Yeshiva, 
would, in future, adhere to a definite 
curriculum and attend at certain fixed 
hours. This will enable them systematx- 
ally to extend their knowledge, so that 
they will, in time, be competent to fill 
the vacant seats on the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil, only three members of whom remain 


. out of five, two of them having passed 


away. 

Other young ministers, most of them 
chazanim, will attend a course of less 
ddvanced lectures, some of which will 
be given in the ‘Yeshiva under the super- 
vision of the members of the Chief Rab- 
binate, Thus, they too will be given 
the opportunity of extending their 
religious knowledge. Should they prove 
suitable, they will one day become mem- 
bers of the Rabbinical Council. 

The post of Chief Rabbi has, indeed, 
been vacant for 18 years, but so far no 
suitable candidate has been found ito hill 
the post with all the dignity required. 
The Government has never “ insisted ’ 
that candidates should be of Turkish 
nationality. The Constitution of the 
Chief Rabbinate states, however, that 
candidates must be of Turkish nation- 
ality Throughout the world, Chief 
Rabbis are nationals of their respective 
count 

We aré in correspondence with the 
authorities in Israel in connection with

the possibility of training young emi- 
grants there for the Rabbinate. 

Your report about our college is in- 
correct. At the time of writing (Sep- 
tember 27), no class has been closed. 
The of many Jews has, 
indeed. ected our schools, and the 
number of pupils has decreased appreci- 
ably. But we are still awaiting the 
results of the recent examinations in 
order to determine exactly the number 
of our pupils, and decide upon the open- 
ing of the various classes. 

Even if a class has temporarily to be 
closed down owing to a shortage of 
pupils, the college would stil] continue 
to function. 

Your report that students now prefer 
to attend French and American institu- 
tions is also cxageerated. Jewish pupils 
have always attended these institutions, 
and there is no movement of our pupils 
to these establishments.

1Our Istanbul correspondent writes: My 
report was not partly cxagegerated and partly 
incofrect, as Mr. Soriano claims. The proposcJ 
establishment of a Rabbinical Seminary was 
based on information given to me by the Chict 
Rabbinate. Soch a seminary has, in fact, been 
established, although Mt bas not been given that 
name. As w the position of the Cnet 
Rabbi, it may be correct that the Government 
has never “inswted™ on candidates [or this 
pou being of Turkish nationality. Dut there is 
nevertheless a Government regulation tw this 
eflet. As to Mr. Soriano’s claim that Chicf 
Rabbixc in other countries are nationals of tbe 
States in which they bold appomtmenis, is 
obvious that be has not studied this Matter 
carefully despite Mr Soriano’s 
denial. it is a fact that the Jewish College 
has closed one of its ‘three senior classes. The 
other two classes cater for only 16 students 
the smaliest pumber ever enroiied in these 
classes There are MM) students at the colicec 
as compared with SO Jewish students at the 
French and American schools This proves 
that Jewish erudents prefer forcign schools to 
the Jewnh The reason tor ths ts 
mot. as Mr. Soriano suegests, the emigration 
movement to but the incompetence of 
certain members of the College's Board, which 
has resulted im a deficiem educational pro- 
gramme and financial hardship.j

the Jewish Institute for the Blind. Jery. 
salem. following hostilities, when i 
struggled hard to carry on its humani- 
tarian work and admitted the blinded war 
vicums of Israel, as well as the blind 
survivors of ‘the Nazi massacres 
Although the cost of maintenance has 
thus been greatly increased, the income 
from local contributors decreased. The 
present annual budget is about £40,000, 
and extensions are being made to the 
existing building to house the newcomers, 
as, in addition, blind children from 
European countries, Africa, and Asia, 
are waiting for accommodation. When 
the extensions, which will cost approxi- 
mately £150,000; are completed, there 
will be hospitality available for about 
300 inmates. 

Since its foundation in 1902, the Insti- 
tute has been caring for the upbringme. 
education, and training of sightless men. 
women, and children from Israe! and 
abroad, for which purpose it is equipped 
with every amenity and provides every 
facility it possibly can. I cannot think 
of any cause more worthy of support, 
and | feel sure that no one blessed with 
the sight to read this letter can possibly 
refuse to respond to the plea for heip 
in bringing light into the perpetually dark 
lives of our sightless brethren. It is our 
sacred duty to extend a helping hand to 
these stricken brothers and sisters in 
their hour of need. “He who shows 
kindness to those who are seen. but do 
not see, will. be rewarded by Him who 
sees, but is not seen.

Globe- Trotting 


ANY of us have recently been 
entertained by the broadcasts 
of a well-known radio com- 

mentator who went round the world 
m cight days it was fascinating, we 
found, to hear the voice of this gentle- 
man one evening in India, the next in 
Austraim, and yet another in America, 
and to reflect that less than a week be- 
fore he was, like ourselves, in Europe. 
And yet. in the very nature of things, 
the reports he transmitted of places 
as far apart as Cairo and San Fran- 
cisco, Sydney and Karachj, were oddly 
simular To some of us, it may 
appear that after all there is nothing 
very different to be found anywhere 
in the world and that the hazards 
and discomforts of travel are unneces- 


sary. 
The Wandering Jew 


We know really that this is not so, 
and that to go to places far or near, 
is to enrich the personality and to 
enlarge the spheres both of our sym- 
pathies and our knowledge. It is for 
that reason that Jews have in the past 
had some advantage over more stabuil- 
ised communities The Wandering 
Jew wandered,.not from choice, but 
because the economics of the Middle 
Ages, harnessed to religious mitoler- 
ance. denied him a home. Trade was 
his only and inevitable recourse, and 
it took him. as the modern acroplane 
took Mr. Wynford Vaughan Thomas, 
all over the globe 

But. unlike the modern high-speed 
jet-propelied traveller, the Jew of the 
Middie Ages proceeded at a lesurely 
pace, and absorbed not only the prin- 
cipal facts about the places and 
people he met, but a good deal too of 
their culture, wisdom, and learning. 
That s why in modern times, when 
narrow natwnaliem has taken the 
place of former religious bigotry, the 
Nazis persecuted the Jews im their 
midst as an clement of “ internation- 
m otherwise purely Germanic 
surround es 

Now we Jews have ourselves be- 
come the owners of a land of our own. 
and a new gencration of lew will grow 
up in Israc! to whom no other land 
can ever appeal as home, no other 
country claim him as its citizen. Will 
the future generations of Israelis. for 
that reason look unfavourably on 
globe trotting, and seek that narrow 
insularnty that the hallmark of retro-

The practice of chiropody offers an

ions the soctety are generally 
recognised as evidence of sound theory 
and practical waining. The members 
must be on the Register of Medical

recognised chropody as a profession 
ancillary to medicine. 

Salaried appointments are obtainabiec

THEODOR HERZL 


By “AUNTIE” 


HEODOR HERZL was borm in 

1860 m Budapest. He was first 

educated at a Jewish school, but 
when he was ten he went to a 
technical school and later to a school 
specialising in Classics 

He studied for the law and obtained 
his degree as doctor, only to find that 
as a Jew he could never. rise to the 
height of his profession. He wrote 
light essays for several papers in 
Vienna. 

It was when he was in Paris in 1895 
that the idea of hes famous book 
“Der Judenstaat ™ (the Jewish State) 
came to him. lhe purport of the 
book was that the Jews were a nation 
and must band together for the pur- 
pose of oMaining a land, preferably 
Palestine. in which their national life 
might begin once more. Day after 
day he wrote of his Ropes and wishes 
and wher at last the book was ready, 
he showed u to fmends, and a = 
suggested to him that the book (stil 
unpublished) should be shown to Dr. 
Max Nordau. a famous thinker, who 
became a keen supporter of the 
Zionist idea. 

But Herzl knew that the people 
themselves must perform the wonders 
to convert the dream into a reality. 
One of his most memorable phrases 
often quoted was “If you but will, it 
need be no dream.” 

At first it was only slowly that the 
idea won favour New generations were 
born and the hope that the State of

The First Zionist Congress 
The first great historic gathering to 
discuss Herzl’s plan met in August, 


1897. This was the First Congress, 
which was held at Basle m Switzer- 
land. Nearly 200 delegates came 


from almost every country where Jews 
lived. Dr. Herz!l’s appearance on the 
platform and the message of hope that 
he gave to the assembly were later 
spoken of as a miracle. After 2,000 
years of exile here was a man to help 
the dream of restoration come alive. 

Do not think that the idea of a 
return to Zion was new, but Herz! 
was the man to put a definite plan 
before the people. He wanted deeds 
not dreams, and his words aroused 
wonderful enthussasm. 

He devoted the rest of his life 
to his great task, and at each step he 
reminded the people “lt is your will- 
power that can do it.” 

Theodor Herz] died in 1904 and 
was buried in Vienna. 

His body was recently removed (as 
probably you read in this paper) on 
the 45th anniversary of his death, 
to Israci——to a beautiful park on the 
outskirts of Jerusalem which will now 
be known as Herz! Cedars, in memory 
of the cedar that he planted on his 
visit in 1898. It is the highest point of 
Jerusalem, and from it the mountains 
of Judea, Ephraim, and Hebron can 
be seen.

BEFORE THE PARTY 


“ Before. The Party.” at the St. Martin's 
Theatre, is an adaptation by Rodney Ackland of 
a short story by Somerset Maugham. The original 
tells of an upper middic-<lass family. about to 
depart to a garden party where titles and eccicsi- 
astical dignitarics will pay full homage to 
suburban snobbishness. At the last moment, 
their whole equilibrium is upset when the daugh- 
ter, returned from Africa, is goaded by their 
complacency into confessing that she murdered 
her husband. At this point. Mr. Maugham’'s story 
ends, but Mr. Ackland tacks on another scence, 
after the party. where the futile situation is 
exploited with great humour and ercat sense of 
character, but reaches no dramatic conclusion. 
The leading character was played by Constance 
Cummings with ereat theatrical conviction, 
though she could not make her story ring truc. 
The evening was distinguished for some memor- 
able acting. notably from D. A. Clarke-Smith, 
May Merrall. Winifred Oughton, and Margaret 
Barton. 


DIARY OF A SCOUNDREL 


Rodney Ackland’s adaptation of Ostrovsky's

than the unending and meaningless 
ritual to which I had hitherto been 
condemned. I celebrated my “ libera- 
on” by going out in flannels and 
with my tennis racket on the following 
Yom Kippur. A thunderstorm in the 
afternoon caused me some apprehen- 
sion im view of the possibility of 
Divine. retribution and did not sleep 
particularly well that night. 

| have often wondered why it is that 
I have remained a Jew (albeit not a 
very good one). One reason, I think, 
is the emergence of Zionism. It is an 
expression of patriotism to a Jewish 
ideal in the best sense of the term: 
and patriotism, as all Englishmen 
know, is a peculiarly British virtue. 
Another reason is anti-Semitism. It 
is again a British virtue to side with 
the underdog ; and while an apostate 
from a conquering people may per- 
haps be forgiven, he who deserts his 
fellows in adversity is a traitor. So 
for my continued adherence to 
Judaism it may be that a share of the 
credit is due to Adolf Hitler. Not. 
perhaps, the best of reasons. But 
then, it wasn't the best of back-

ANGLO-JEWRY’S 
PROBLEMS 


A Plea For Compromise

In view of the tremendous probiems 
which face Anglo-Jewry, it is essential 
tha: the rifts, quarrels. and disputations 
should cease. and a more accommodating 
attitude be shown by the different sections 
Of the community, declared Mr. Alan 
Rose, when speaking on Anglo- 
Jewry and Its Place in the 20th Century ”’ 
at a meeting of the Younger Members’ 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
at 33, Seymour Place, London, last week. 

There was the view that the Galut 
should be liquidated, and with it Anglo- 
Jewry. This was complete nonsense. 
There wete also those who talked about 
dual lovalties. It was strange that, apart 
from the fascists and a few others, non- 
Jews did not talk about dual! loyalties. 
Mr. Edward L. Cohn presided.

MORE ATTACKS ON VIENNESE JEWS 
Nazi Leader Denies Responsibility

VIENNA 

Dr. Herbert Kraus, leader of the neo- 
Nazi Union of Independents, which cap- 
tured 16 Parlhamentary seats in the recent 
general elections in Austria, faced a bar- 
rage of questions when he met repre- 
sentatives of the forcign Press here to 
state the policy of his Party in the new 
Parhament. 

During a by 
correspondents. Kraus was con- 
fronted with quotations from his speeches 
and articles in which the Pan-Ocrmanic 
and anti-Semitic arms of tus Party were 
clearly evident, but he countered with 
evasive replies. in reply to my question 
whether the Union of Independents would 
ask Parliament to abolish the restitution 
laws. which provide for the return of 
property to Jews and other victims of 
the Nazis, Dr. Kraus was again evasive. 


AGUDISTS OPPOSE NEW 
SANHEDRIN 


“Contrary to Jewish Law”

The Agudas leraci wil] not participate 
in discussions on any proposed 4San- 
hedrin. or any so-called world Rabbinatc, 
declared Rabbi Abraham Babad. speak. 
ing at the European Aguda Conference 
here last week. Such an authority, he 
sad. would be contrary to Jewish law 
and tradition 

After several deicgates had voiced con- 
cern at internal developments in Israci 
particularly the decision to motlise 
women and the new educational law, the 
conference decided to ask the Aguda 
World Executive, which mects if New 
York later-this month, to reconsxicr the 
participation of the Agudas Israci in the 
coahtion Government 

Ihe conference also adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for the imtensificanon of 
Agudist activities in North Afnca 


Discrimination Alleged 


Maltre Mathieu Muller, President of 
the Aguda in France, referred to the 
tragic position of the Jewish Communities 
in Fastern Europe while H A 
Goodman, Political Secretary of the 
organisation, denounced what he des- 
as “ discrimination By the Zion- 
ist Organisation against Agudist immi- 
grants. He suggested that Chief Rabbi 
Brodic, on behalf of the Jewish non- 
governmental organisations afhiiated to 
the United Nations, should approach the 
U.N. on the problem of the 20,000 Jew- 
wh orphans being brought up in non- 
Jewish suroundings. 

Among those alftending the conference 
were delegates from Czechoslovakia. 
Poland, Hungary, and Rumania. who 
reported on the changes in religious life 
in their countries and the possibilities 
of chugrabon 


CO-OPERATION BETWEEN 


ISRAEL AND DIASPORA 
Rabbinical Conference Decisions 

Resolutions calling for the incorpora- 
tion of Jerusalem in the State of Israel, 
and closer co-operation between Isracl 
and the diaspora, were adopied al the 
international Rabbinical conference, heid 
here on Tuesday, under the chairmanship 
of Dr. Isaie Schwartz, Chief Rabbi of 
France. 

Rabbi J. L. Maimon, Israel Minister 
of Religious Affairs, stressed the neces- 
sty of achieving harmony im Judaism. 
Beiween the two extremes of theocracy 
and complete separation between State 
and religion, he declared, a compromise 
should be found. He emphasised the 
importance of establishing a higher Rab- 
binical Court, and appealed to world 
Jewry to help secure the inclusion of 
Jerusalem in*® the State of Israel. 

Asked for his views on the restoration 
of the Sanhedrin. Rabbi Maimon said 
that priority should be given to the 
gathering-in of the exiles, then to the 
reconstruction of Jerusalem and its in- 
corporation into the Jewish State, and 
then to the re-establishment of the San- 
hedrin. 

Observers from Britain included Rabbi 
M. Landy. the Rev. Dr. A. Tobias, and 
the Rev. 1. Livingstone. 

In an exclusive statement for Tur Jew- 
Rabbi Maimon expressed 
the hope that the establishment of per- 
manent contact between the spiritual 
centre of Judaism in Israc] and the Jew- 
ish communities abroad would bring 
about a renaissance of Judaism ir 
Europe. The growth of the Jewish State, 
he thought, would increase the religious 
and spintual influence of Isracl among 
Jews in the Diaspora. 


ISRAEL ETS MORE WHEAT 


A w cent increase in Israel's wheat 
quota ro granted on Wednesday 
by the International Wheat Counci| now 
in session in London. (Sce page 19.) Last 
year's quota was 100,000 tons.

While Dr. Kraus, for foreign consump- 
tion, denied any connection with ant- 
Semitic activities, anti-Jewish outrages 
have become more frequent in Vienna 
since the elections, particularly im the 
Leopoldstadt district, formerly the main 
Jewwsh quarter of the capital, where 
many bearded Jews have been molested. 
An anti-Semitic demonstration was staged 
by Nazis during a performance of an 
opera in the Theater an der Wien, direc- 
ted against the noted Swiss-Jewtsh guest 
conductor. Otto Ackermann In what 
was clearly an organised demonstration, 
hoohgans repeatedly whistled and shout- 
ed “ We do not want Jewish conductors 
here.”

MURDER OF JEWS IN 
THE CRIMEA 


Von Manstein’s Denials 
From Our Special Correspondent 


HAMBURG 

Field-Marshal von Manstein told the 
British Military Court here, this week, that 
he had never heard of the Nazi policy 
of exterminating Jews and that he had 
no time to read Hitler's speeches during 
his Polsh campaign. 

He denied knowledge of the execution 
of 8,000 Jews in the Crimea so that their 
homes could be used for army billets and 
their clothes for wounded and — 
and other. atrocities including the shoot- 
ing of 400 Jews as a reprisal for sabotage 
of German equipment. 

This denial came in the closing stages 
of von Manstem’s cross-cxamination by 
Sir Arthur Comyns Carr, chief prosc- 
cutor. who was dealing with von Man- 
stein'’s alleged complicity in the exter- 
mination of Jews and others by the Naz 
security services 

Von Manstein said nobody in Germany 
could accept a Nazi policy for exter- 
minating Jews. “after hearing Hitlers 
speech in the Reichstag at the beginmng 
of the Polish war.” He denied that reports 
of atrocities in the Crimea had ever been 
submitted to him. and added: ** Nobody 
was justified in beleving that | was in 
favour of killing Jews.’ Only a very 
restricted circle, he said, knew of the 
notorious S.S. gas waggons. used for 
executions, and he and the masses of his 
Crimean forces were completely ignorant 
of their existence. 

Earlier. von Manstein had described 
the shooting of 62 Jews and Communists 
in the Crimea as “a detail” which fol- 
lowed a partisan attack on a convoy

German State’s Discrimination

pret the General Claims Law recently 
imtroduced in the U. 8. Zone in such a 
manner aS to rule out indemnification 
Payments {oO certain Jewish victims. of 
the Nazis. 

This law provides for payments to 
persons kept in ghetioes by the Nazis. 
The Baden-Wirttemberg Ministry of 
Justice has decided, however. that only 
persons “imprisoned” in ghettoes are 
entnhied to indemnification. They claim 
that no “imprisonment ghettoes” were 
esiablished before 1943. Persons in 
gheitoes before that date, ik was stated. 
were there for “military. security 
reasons. —4J.T.A.) 


“GERMANY WILL BE FREE 
OF JEWS BY 1980” 


Der Wee, organ of the Berlin Jewish 
community, last week predicted that 
there would be no more Jews in Ger- 
many by 1980. “We shail simply die 
out,” it said. “* We have, however. the 
right to demand from the world that our 
dying-out shal! take place under bearable 
conditions.” 

The paper pointed out that imm:- 
ration from the East, which formerly 
illed the reservoirs of German Jewry. was 
likely in the future to confine itself to 
a migration which would not settle in 
Germany. “ Re-immigration to Ger- 
many from overseas and the Eastern 
European countries is hardly to be 
counted on, and an increase of births 
will play practically no part,” it said.— 
(Reuter)

BEN-GURION ASSAILS 
COMMUNISTS 


“Attempting to Create 
Chaos”

Tet Aviv 

A bitter attack on the Communists, 
both at home and in Eastern Europe, 
made by the Israel Prime Minister, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, sent the representa- 
tives of the Eastern European coun- 
tries in Israel hurrying to an urgent 
meeting at the beginning of this week 
to discuss the situation. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion was addressing a 
special conference of Mapai last Friday 
which had been called to discuss the 
steps taken recently by the extreme left- 
wing and by the Communists to oppose 
the Government's economic policy, 

He had been exp'aining quite calmly 
the nature of Israel's economic difficul- 
tics because of thé various Jewish appeals 
and foreign loans fa‘ling short of require- 
ments when he suddenly cried: “* And 
now | shall explain who is interested Jn 
increasing our difficulties.” 

As though to add force to his remarks, 
he removed his jacket and began a forth- 
right criticism of the East European 
States. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion accused the Isracl 
Communists of wanting to bring chaos 
into Israel's economy so as to stop immi- 
gration, just as their comrades in the 
Fast-European States had stopped the 
emigration of Jews to Israel. 

The agents of Yevsektsia (anti-Zionist 
Jews). were, he declared, actively engaged 
in trying to undermine the Jewish State 
whenever and wherever possible 


Mime. Pauker Accused 


“A Jewish woman who is a Minister 
in an ckast-European country |Mme. 
Pauker] is responsible for the recent agi- 
tation against the Israel Government and 
is behind demonstrations of the Com- 
munists and Mapam.” he asserted. “* She 
iS anxious to prove to the Jews in her 
country that it is not advisable to etmegrate 
to Israel where, she says, work is scarce 
and the Government is anti-democratic. 

“ This daughter of a former Rabbi is 
trving to destroy, the Jewish community 
in her country. To her, any sincere Jew 
is a fascist. She wants to see a famine 
in Israel in order to curb the desire of 
the Jews to come to Israel.” 

Israels, Ben-Gurion said. had 
good memories. They still remembered 
that 13 years ago, the Communists sent 
grectings to the Grand Mufti ‘when he 
began his savage-attacks on the Palestine 
Jews on the orders of Hitler and Musso- 

The time was ripe, he déclared, to expel 
the Communists from Histadrut. 

In the earher passages of his speech. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion urged increased produc- 
tion and exports. Half of Israel, he said. 
was still living on charity. The national 
income was only 1£200,000.000—I£16 
per person per month. 

The Israel Communist Party executive 
held an emergency meeting following the 
Prime Minister's speech and passed a 
number of resolutions accusing him of 
joining the Western “cold war” against 
the Soviet Union and the People’s 
Democracies.

Thus Israel's policy hag 
fluctuated between wooing and repelling 
King Abdullah. At Lausanne. _ the 
Jordan Defence Minister complained to 
me-—with some justification-——that they 
get on well with Israel and then suddenly 
they get a slap in the face.

this was followed by a reorientation of 
Synman policy towards union with frag 
and. association with King Abdullah, the 
Egyptian Government became more 
interested. 

The ‘issue was frankly discussed 
between Egyptian and Israe! representa- 
tives at Lausanne. The Egyptians 
developed the Isracl thesis one Stage 
further. Their representative suggested 
that it might suit Egypt under the cirtcum- 
stanees to have as a buffer State 
between the potential Hashemiie Union 
of Syria, lraq and Jordan, and Egyptian 
territory. In discussions which have 
been taking place since the end of the 
Lausanne’ conference, the idea has bees 
further probed. 

But the Egyptians also want to know 
where Israel stands vis-a-vis King Abdul- 
lah. They insist that Israel cannot hunt 
with the Egyptian hounds and run with 
the Hashemite hares. On whose. side is 
Israel? Israel must sacrifice us neutral 
position as the price of agreement with 
Egypt. | 


Tempting Bait 


On the ‘other side, King Abdullah also 
has a tempting bait. He and Israel see 
eve to eye on the future of Jerusalem. 
They are both opposed to imternationali- 
sation, which is strongly supported by 
Egypt. Abdullah is prepared to make a 
settlement with Israel provided Israel 
recognises him as King of Old Jerusalem 
and of Arab Palestine. But that would 
finish all hopes of an agreement beiween 
Israel and Egypt. Similarly, an agree 
ment with Egypt would make an Israc! 
settlement with Abdullah on Jerusalem 
véry difficult, if not impossible 
_ Direct negotiations are therefore un- 
likely to proceed very far unless Israc! 
can decide whether it wants to side with 
Egypt or the Hashemites. If it decides 
that it is wiser to side with nonc, then 
Israel's policy will again have to resort 
to its present empirical day-by-day 
attitude, which is unlikely to woo either 
Jordan or Egypt into an early peace 
settlement. 

The Egyptians have advised Israe! to 
miake haste slowly. They say that the 
present situation does neither side any 
harm. It is far too early to speak of 
resuming trade and commerce. 

Meanwhile. however, both Eeyp: and 
Iraq are continuing their efforts {0 
strenethen their bargaining position by 
reinforcing their military strength. 

e Egyptians have concluded a con- 
tract for the purchase of some of the 
latest British jet-type fighter aircraft, 
Vampires. Venoms. and Demons. 

But if the Middle East countries, 
cludine Israel. continue to arm at the 
present rate. all hope of economic 
improvements and settled conditions W! 
vanish before long.
